After a light breakfast Sunday 
and a consultation with Dr. Mi- 
lani, the pope was carried into hts 
library where he began a heavy 
program despite Milani’s

against it. 
Seated comfortably in a special 
chair near a window overlooking 
St. Peter’s square, he granted suc­

•THE two major cau ses of forest fires, ac-

cording to rangers, are lightning and 
man, and man is the more seriou s menace. 
Not mu efi can b e done ab ou t prevention 
u ntil his fire-setting impu lses are con­ 
trolled. 
The Forest Service asked a psycholo­ 
gist to find ou t why hu man b eings start 
forest fires. After ob serving and qu estion­ 
ing for some time, he reported that fires 
started for two reasons— carelessness and 
intention. 
More are started on pu rpose 
than has b een realized. 
Reasons for delib erately setting forests 
afire are nu merou s and varied. 
Some­ 
times it is done for economic reasons; men 
thinks that fire makes grass grow faster 
and that it is good for their cattle. Again, 
fire-starters have said they were trying to 
b u rn ou t ticks to kill infantile paralysis 
germs. 
Others do it simply b ecau se their 
grandparents b u rned the forests.

have even started forest fires ou t of spite 
for neighb ors in the vicinity.
